Fire in the handsome store of the 
Fountain Dry Gotds company caused 
a heavy loss late Wednesday after- 
aeon. tJardworkoo the part ot the 
force at tbe store and toe tin-men 
saved tbe building. 
Fortunately a 


large stream of water was not turned 
into the building. Tbe lo*s is 
mated at between $10,000 and 
partly covered by insurance. 
It was after 5 o'clock and A. S. 


Caton was at work in tbe office m the 
rear of the store, and the clerks under 
the direction of George S. Catou were 
decorating tbe first floor tor the disso- 
lution sale they bad planned to begin 
on Saturday. 


Without" a moments warning a 


Hame flashed from tbe chandelier to- 
ward the ceiling directly in front ot 
Mr. Caton, and be knew at once thai 
a lace curtain bad blown against the 
light. Reaching forward be lore it 
down, badly burning bis hand, but it 
did not stay tbe rapid progress of tbe 
tlames. 


In a moment there was excitement. 


Tbe tlames ran along t< e ceiling and 
through tbe SO feet toward tbe front 
with the rapidity of a dash, b ut tbe 
peopie in tbe store were equal to tbe 
emergency. Customers hastily sought 
tbe street, someone -gave the alarm, 
and tbe clerks under the direction o: 
the Messrs. Caton began the difficult 
task of putting out tbe fire. 


The room was tilled with dense 


smoke, and in this they worked, tear- 
ng down tbe burning decorations add 
clearing the center of the long room. 
The fire found its way to tbe notion 
and dress goods departments and here 
the best work was done-Once confined 
to them tbe task was not so difficult. 
The department reached tbe scene in 
a hurry, and under the direction of 
,hief Lynde a number of iuen quickly 
entered the store. Others attempted 
to fasten a hcse to tbe sunken plug at 
be corner of the Hay building, but 
tne ice was too heavy, and their at- 
tention was turned to the sunkeni 
>lug at the Burns corner. Here again 
.hey encountered trouble with ice 
and" tbe line was run down South 
Fourth to the nearest hydrant. The 
buse was quickly fastened but it was 
not needed. 


The sunken plugs are private prop- 
erty although connected with the city 
system. Tbey are difficult, to drain 
and, were never "known to work in 
winter. Tney were drained last Go- 
vern oer. and at the water work's 
o«Sct: it was learned they are the onh 
ones in tbe cit-y not in working order. 


Meantime, a garden hose had been 


secured and fastened to tbe sprinkling 
tap at the store. The stream was not 
heavy enough to do great damage 
but threw enough 
water to put 


out the flames. lu a short time the 
iire v\as unaer coctioi and soon after- 
ward the (lames had been extinguish 
ed. 


Miss Belle Senter had an exciting

second floor with a message to Mi&> 
Davis when the fire occuried. Seeing 
the flame and smoke below they found 
the windows at the rear of the build- 
ing their oniy means of escape. They 
quickly dropped to ashed in the yard 
at the residence of J. U- Fisher and 
were taken down by means of a ladder 
secured by Clarence Clemens.

Jated March 25,1901,requires all rural 
outes hereatter to be established 
bali be eauipped with boxes to be se- 
ected from . the accompanying list. 
Fou will please, report whether the 
Jitrons of the proposed service have 
•omplied with this requirement." 


Following the list of fourteen boxes 


vhicb comply with the Department's 
:ondiUoas* i&e genera! superintend^ 
nt .says: 
-No toxes other than those named 
re now permuted in the rural serv- 
ce. While the department desires, it 
oes not require, that the boxes on 
ach route should beof uniform make. 
The orders of the postmaster general 
are imperative that before rural serv- 
ice can be started, each route mast be 
equipped with boxes which will be 
ucder the protection of the United 
States Statutes." 


Acting uoder these "imperative" 


orders, I have no discretion or author- 
itv other than to deiiver mail only to 
those patrons of the route >tho have 
boxes "approved by the Department: 
and accordingly, persons who have not 
provided such a bos will not receive 
this service. 


It is true that some patrons of Rural 


Free Delivery Route No.l receive mail 
ia boxes not in the list now approved 
by the Department, but that" is be- 
cause that route was established be- 
iore the present ruie-b were in force.

of St. Helena, has come to the New 
Tort World a letter from one of the 
prisoners. The letter was posted bare 
of postage and came with two ten cent 
<X O. D. stamps affixed by the United 
States postoffice department. The let- 
ter probably was taten away from St. 
Helena by a sailor on some ship bound 
from Cape Town to a port in the far 
north, for it was posted at Copenha- 
gen. Here is the letter, dated Dec. 12:

result of a battie between oScers 
from Middtesboro and mountaineers, 
sis men are dead and as many are 
dying of bullet wounds. The battle 
occurred at Lee Turner's "Quarter 
House" salccn. three and a half miles 
from Mid.iiesboro. Last month some 
mules and other goods of Turner's 
wer& levied on in payment for a debt, 
and a few nignts ago, it is alleged, he. 
with others, weni to Virginia, where 
the property had been taken, secured 
what was formerly his and returned to 
the "Quarter House." Deputy Sheriff 
Wat Thompson summon-d a. posse of 
10 or 15 men for tbe purpose of arrest- 
ing Turner at his "Quarter House" sa- 
loon. Turner had heard that an at- 
tempt would be made to arrest aim 
and he and his men. 13 in cumber, 
gave the officers 
a. warm reception. 


The saloon is built of huse logs and is 
surrounded by a 30-foot f^sce.in which 
loopholes are cut. so thai the inmates 
can shoo; at outsiders. 


Turner's rurrender was demaaded. 


His reply was a rcunJ of shots. Char- 
ley Cecii of iliddlesboro was riding a.

dew fell back, pierced by half a dozen 
bullets.

J. fjotiuey. bas performed a feat long 
ago pronounced impossible by Pope and 
liryaut. the traaslation of Homer's 
"ll>-id" iuto English hexameter, save a 
special dispatch ft^m Cambridge to the 
Philadelphia l^ess. Men for ages have 
essated ibis task and failed. Pope and 
Bryant gave up the task as hopeless. 
and I-ocgfellow. after devoting week* 
of labor on the subject, found bis own 
great talent entirely inadequate to the 
tremendous task. Two men alone bare 
succeeded in cbangine the original 
Greek into hexameter \erse in another 
tongue— Voss. the great German au- 
thor. and JLoimey. who. although a 
stripling in tbe literary worlt!. has 
come out like David and defeated the 
giaut that his mighty predecessors 
were unable to overcome. 


Lonney is a man of exceptional abil-

Loiniey's success came only after pe- 


rioUs of depression, discouragement 
and tiring effort- In order to get into 


] tlie spirit of the poem he conceived the 
i !d«-a of eooiciirting it to memory before 
he essayed to translate. This was not 
a d-au-ult thing for so expert a stu- 
dent. and he easily bad the first book 
by heart when he started bis tremen- 
dous task. For the first two months 
discouragement stared him in tbe face. 
He found the English language seem- 
ingly inadequate for hexameter trans- 
lation. and after laboring incessantly 
OR his translation be found at the end 
of that Sine that scarcely twenty im- 
perfect lines were the result of all his 
efforts. 


This was in the early spring of 1900. 


A little more than a year later, after a 
! period of discouragement and utter de- 
! pression— after he had practically giv- 
en up tbe work as hopeless — Lonney 
received an inspiration. A difficult line 
that had bothered him in his previous 
effort cleared itself. He hurried to pat 
it on paper and. stimulated by success. 
finished the first two books two weeks 
later. The first few lines were correct- 
ed. and be now had a completed work. 
His first book starts as follows: 
Wrath. O Calliope sing, of Achilles the 


scion of Peleus: 


Withering wrath, which placed unmeaa-

ure<J woe on Achaeans. 


Many a stalwart soul it dispatched prema- 


- turely Ito £iades. 
The difaculty which Lonney found in 


his translation was the same that 
Longfellow had noticed when he made 
his attempt, the marked difference in 
the number of particles in the English 
and in tbe Greek and German. The 
meter also presented a bard problem- 
He followed tbe original Greek line for 
line, almost word for word, and in pre- 
serving tbe relativity of the context he 
emphasized both the meaning and the 
beauty of the original. The first word 
of his translation, for instance, corre- 
sponds exactly to the Greek, while the 
whole iii>e follows the text without the 
slightest deviation. 


After tbe translation of the first book 


Lonney had little difficulty in working 
s>nt the succeeding ibree. Tbe cata- 
logue of the snips, found in the second. 
was postponed until the third and 
fourth were completed, at which time 
the daring younc author found little 
difficulty in performing the most diffi- 
cult part of his task. The translation 
of the fcnrtb book bas jtsst been com- 
pleted. Twenty are yet to come, but 
Lonney bas tbe matter well in hand 
and is confident that he wili succeed in 
completing the translation. 


The beauty of f-onney's translation 


lies in three important facts— tbe pres- 
ervation of the original meter, line for 
line, its practical literallty and the pres- 
ervation of tte Greek spirit produced 
by tbe perfect imitation of the Greek 
verse. Wcat success be has attained 
can best be judged from bis lines. The 
following selection :s taken from the 
5rst boos, -when Nestor intervenes be- 
tween Achilles and Agamemnon:
